The board of education met last 
night with all the uienil» ers present 
except Mr. Owen, wlio is out of the 
city. 
An important move was made. A 
resGlution,drawn up In full conformity 
with the law, was presented by the 
secretary and unanimously adopted by 
the board, whereby the 
scIkkiI dis­ 
tricts in the township, beyond the 
limits of the city, are pt*rmltted to 
vote in the respective wards that run 
out in thr.t direction. Heretofore the 
township vote on tlie election of school 
board in the districts outside of the 
city limits had to be cast at a desig­ 
nated point in those districts. Under 
the new ruling the Jurisdiction of the 
schou! board has lieen extended so 
that all residing In anv part of the 
township may cast llieir ballots In the 
city. 
Following is a full text of the 
resolution: 
“ Be it resolved, That the part of the 
common schiKil district lying outside 
of the corparate limits of the cltv of 
East LIverpiHil be suli-divided and at­ 
tached for voting purposes, in the 
manner following, to wit: All that 
portion of said territory lying to the 
east of the Calcutta road is hereby at­ 
tached to the First ward of said city, 
as said ward is now indicated. 
“ All that portion of said territory 
lying to the west of Calcutta road, and 
to the east of California hollow road, 
is hereby attached to the Second ward 
of said city, as said ward is now indi­ 
cated. 
“Ail the balance of said territory, 
not included in the divisions above 
named, is hereby attached to the 
Fourth ward of said city, as said ward 
is now indicated.’’ 
After the reading of the resolutions 
the board unanimously voted to adopt 
it, and sent a copy U> the supervisor 
of elections. The resolution will go 
Into effect almost inimediateiy, so as 
to specify where the rioople of the su­ 
burban districts will vote in the com­ 
ing election. The law mak es it im­ 
perative tbat this edict shall be pub­ 
lished in the press six days prior to 
election liefore becoming a law. 
The following bills were acted upon 
favorably:

T he School K latrlrt* O n ta td e io f th e Cor* 
po re)* L im its May Vote In th e Reepee- 
ti r e W ard* lit th e C ity —A S h o rt Seeelou 
I.aal N ight. 


The board of education m et last 
night with all the members present 
except Mr. Owen, who Is out of the 
city. 
An Im portant move was made. A 
resolution,drawn up In full conformity 
with the law, was presented by the 
secretary and unanimously adopted by 
the board, whereby the school dis­ 
tricts in the township, beyond the 
lim its of the city, are perm itted to 
vote In the respective wards th a t run 
out In th a t direction. 
Heretofore the 
township vote on the election of school 
I Mia rd in tbe districts outside of the 
city lim its had to be east a t a desig­ 
nated point in those districts. 
Under 
tbe new ruling the Jurisdiction of the 
school board has been extended so 
th a t all residing In any part of the 
township may cast their bailots lo the 
city. 
Following is a full tex t of the 
resolution: 
“ Be It resolved, T hat tile part of the 
common school district lying outside 
of the corparate lim its of the city of 
East Liverpool be sub-divided and a t­ 
tached for voting purposes, in the 
manner following, to wit: All th a t 
portion of said territory lying to the 
east of the C alcutta road Is hereby a t­ 
tached to the First ward of said city, 
as said ward Is now Indicated. 
All th a t portion of said territory 
lying to the west of C alcutta road, and 
to the east of California hollow road, 
is hereby attached to tho Second ward 
of said city, as said ward Is now indi­ 
cated. 
“AU the balance of said territory, 
not included In the divisions above 
named, 
is hereby attached to the 
Fourth ward of said city, as said ward 
Is now indicated.” 
A fter the reading of the resolutions 
the board unanimously voted to adopt 
It, and sent a copy to the supervisor 
of elections. The resolution will go 
Into effect almost Immediately, so as 
to specify where the people of the su­ 
burban districts will vote in the com­ 
ing election. The law makes It im­ 
perative th a t this edict shall be pub­ 
lished In tbe press six days prior to 
election before becoming a law. 
T be following billa were acted upon 
favorably:

Mr. Goldiug then reported th a t be 
had w ritten to tile Sinead company, 
and made a request to send one of 
their men here; the company bad 
agreed, aod an amicable settlem ent 
with the board will be arrived at.

cept for the redem ption of certificates. 
At 
such times he has no more right to ex­ 
change silver dollars for gold than he has 
to pay them o ut In any other m anner. 
But there is also another fund In the 
treasury, which Is required bylaw to be 
held for a different purpose. It consists of 
the bullion and the standard silver dollars 
coined from the bullion purchased under 
the aet of J uly 14, ISHII. T hat aet provides 
for t he purchase of silver bullion a t the 
m arket price and the issue of treasury 
note* in jmynient for it. and it- also de 
clares that ‘ no greater or less am ount of 
such notes shall be outstanding at any 
tim e than the cost of silver bullion and 
the standard silver dollars coined there­ 
from, th en held in the treasury purchased 
by such notes.” 
Under this provision the secretary is re­ 
quites! to keep in the treasury at all tim es 
an am ount of silver bullion, st its cost 
pries*, and In standard silver dollars coined 
from the pur**hascd bullion exactly equal 
to the am ount of treasury notes outstand­ 
ing and he cannot, therefore, lawfully use 
such standard silver dollars, except for 
the redem ption and cancelation of treas­ 
ury notes. 
My letter to the United State* senate, 
upon which Mr. Crisp’s statement seems 
to have been liased, was written on the 
17th day of A ugusf. I SHW, and at that time 
there was no free silver in the treasury; 
that is, there were no standard silver dol­ 
lars in the treasury, except such as the law 
required to be held for the redemption of 
silver certificates arid thetreaaury notes of 
I WHI), and these redemptions were made at 
ult times during that month and every 
other month when these forms of currency 
were presented. 
During the month of 
August. 1*93, treasury notes to the amonnt 
of • 1,278,1367 were redeem cd in silver and 
cancelled, and since the 1st day of August, 
1893, the total amount of such notes re­ 
deemed In silver and cancelled is $19,588,- 
722. 
Prior to my administration of the 
affairs of the department none of these 
notes had been redeemed in silver or can­ 
celled. 
Since the beginning of this administra­ 
tion nearly #110,000,(500 in gold has been 
procured in exchange for other forms of 
currency. Of this amount #8,095,812 has 
been procured in exchange for silver coin 
and #10,329,330 in exchange for silver cer­ 
tificates. 
The department has never re­ 
fused to exchange silver for gold when It 
had silver that could be lawfully used for 
that purpose, and lf it had so refused I am 
wholly unable to see how It could be con­ 
sidered a discrimination against silver. Is 
a refusal to pay out gold In exchange for 
silver a discrimination against gold? 
If 
not, It of course follows that a refusal to 
pay out silver for gold is not a discrimina­

When on the oth of September, 1870, 
Victor Hugo, his mn aud daughter, 
Mine. Drouais, aud several friends left 
Brussels for Paris, where the jssit ex- I 
peeled a triumphal welcome, their train j 
was brought to a stop at Maubeuge by i 
tile side of another containing part of 
Vinoy’s army that hail escaped the dis- ;
